A Man that has been bred to work, and fare 
hardly, will not feel ſo much from the want 
of a common Meal, as he, who has always liv- 
ed well, and is reduced by Misfortunes, will, 
from being-confined. to that homely and fcanty 
Provifion, at which a poor Man would rejoice. 
Now, tho indeed, it much more concerns eve- 
ry Man, that has but neceſſaries, to moderate 
his own Defires, and to.accommodate his Tem- 
per and Diſpoſition to the Circumſtances he is 
under, than it can poſſibly concern others to 
provide him with Superfluities; yet we feel that 
within us, which (when ſuch Misfortunes are 
not of Men's own feeking) will always incline 
us to compaſſion, and make us willing to ſpare
